THE  SKILTON  COLLECTION. 


A Biographical  Sketch  of  the  Late  George  Steele  Skilton,  Esqr., 
of  Rockville  Center,  L.  L,  N.  Y. 

It  was  perhaps  because  the  late  Mr.  George  Steele  Skilton  made  a 
specialty  of  the  Coins  and  Proclamation  Medals  of  Spain,  Mexico  and  Spanish- 
America,  and  stopped  collecting  many  years  ago,  that  so  few  of  present 
day  collectors  and  coin  dealers  were  in  close  touch  with  his  collecting  pur- 
suits prior  to  his  death,  which  occurred  on  January  9th,  1921.  Mr.  Skilton 
was  one  of  those  collectors  who  while  still  enjoying  his  special  hobby  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  had  not  collected  actively  since  about  1885.  He  was 
a close  friend  of  the  late  Mr.  Benjamin  Betts,  the  well  known  authority  on 
the  Spanish-American  and  Colonial  American  issues  of  coins  and  medals, 
in  fact  Mr.  Betts  mentions  Mr.  Skilton  several  times  in  his  works  on  these 
issues,  referring  to  several  unique  specimens,  which  are  offered  to  collectors 
with  this  sale.  Mr.  Skilton  was  born  at  Troy,  N.  Y.  on  November  25th. 
1843,  and  was  graduated  from  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute  at  Troy, 
with  the  degree  of  Civil  Engineer  in  1868.  Soon  afterward  he  went  to 
Mexico  to  engage  in  railroad  building,  where  he  joined  his  brother,  Dr. 
Julius  A.  Skilton,  who  later  was  United  States  Consul  General  in  Mexico. 
He  mastered  Spanish  and  was  later  given  his  Exequatur  as  Vice-Consul 
General  of  the  United  States,  and  was  in  full  charge  of  our  Consulate  in 
Mexico  on  various  important'  occasions,  notably  on  the  visit  to  that  country 
of  the  Hon.  Wm.  H.  Seward  as  the  guest  of  Mexico.  He  became  Engineer 
of  Construction  in  the  building  of  the  Vera  Cruz  Railway,  and  did  much 
work  on  the  Mexican  Central  Railroad  from  the  Capital  to  the  city  of  Leon. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Skilton  spent  many  years  in  Mexico  and  Mr.  Skilton  enjoyed 
the  cooperation  of  President  Diaz,  who  was  greatly  interested  in  Mr.  Skil- 
ton’s  engineering  work  on  the  railroads  of  Mexico.  At  one  time  he  became 
manager  of  the  Sinaloa  and  Durango  Railroad.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Skilton  re- 
turned to  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  in  1885  and  he  was  appointed  Assistant  Engineer 
of  the  Water  Department  of  that  city  and  later  was  Chief  of  the  Division  of 
Real  Estate  of  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity.  For 
some  years  previous  he  had  been  General  Manager  of  the  Palmer  Manufac- 
turing Company.  Mr.  Skilton  retired  from  active  business  in  1914  and  took 
an  interest  in  a favorite  pursuit,  that  of  genealogy. 

The  collection  of  Proclamation  and  other  Coins  and  Medals  in  this 
fine  collection  is  worthy  of  the  close  attention  of  collectors.  The  Mexican 
series  is  the  most  important  offering  ever  listed  for  sale  in  this 


country. 
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and  probably  in  any  country,  and  the  number  of  pieces,  and  the  high  rarity 
of  many  of  them,  should  not  be  overlooked.  For  it  is  truly  a most  remark- 
able assemblage,  covering  the  entire  period  from  the  time  of  the  earliest 
coinage,  commencing  with  Carolus  and  Johanna,  in  1536,  when  the  Mexican 
mint  was  installed,  down  to  about  1881.  In  particular  we  have  the  space  to 
only  briefly  mention  a very  few  of  the  special  series  included.  There  is  a 
wonderful  series  of  proclamation  coins  and  medals  of  Charles  IV,  and  Ferdi- 
nand VII,  in  fact  hundreds  of  each  of  these  rulers,  together  with  probably 
150  very  rare  restrikes  made  many  years  ago  from  original  dies,  impres- 
sions from  which  are  now  beyond  the  reach  of  collectors.  To  illustrate  their 
rarity  it  need  only  be  said  that  in  over  20  years  of  sales,  numbering  over 
200  separate  collections,  the  only  specimens  of  these  we  have  ever  met  with 
were  half  a dozen  duplicates  furnished  us  by  Mr.  Skilton  himself  for  one 
of  our  sales  some  fifteen  years  ago.  There  are  fine  and  unusual  Morelos 
and  Vargas  collection,  the  former  being  the  most  extensive  ever  offered 
at  auction.  To  give  collectors  some  idea  of  the  extent  of  the  Mexican  col- 
lection we  need  only  mention  that  there  are  perhaps  a thousand  lots  devoted 
entirely  to  Mexico  in  this  catalogue  and  some  lots  have  as  many  as  sixty 
pieces  in  them.  In  this  collection  are  some  unique  pieces,  and  several 
unique  patterns  in  both  silver  and  copper,  and  the  coins  of  some  places  and 
provinces  heretofore  unlisted.  There  is  a fine  collection  of  Romano-Hispano 
issues,  chiefly  in  bronze,  some  good  pieces  of  mediaeval  and  modern  Spain, 
including  a few  gold  coins,  a fine  line  of  Spanish  proclamation  issues  of 
the  European  cities  and  provinces.  Cuba  and  the  West  Indies  are  repre- 
sented with  fine  and  rare  proclamation  coins  and  medals,  with  rare  early 
“show-crowns”  of  Matanzas  dated  16  29.  A varied  collection  of  Coins  and 
Medals  from  Central  America  and  South  America  adds  to  the  importance 
of  the  Skilton  Collection.  There  are  three  very  rare  Florida  pieces,  very 
few  of  which  have  ever  been  offered  at  auction,  and  we  believe  never  as 
many  as  three  varieties  in  a single  sale.  Collectors  should  not  overlook  the 
fact  that  Spain  possessed  our  Florida  in  Colonial  times  and  even  during 
the  Revolutionary  War,  so  that  these  interesting  pieces,  bearing  the  por- 
trait of  Charles  III  of  Spain  and  the  dates  of  17  60  and  17  89,  are  most  cer- 
tainly interesting  additions  to  our  own  Colonial  series.  They  ought  to 
bring  a fine  price.  We  had  never  seen  any  before  we  came  across  the  ones 
in  Mr.  Skilton’s  collection.  The  latter  portion  of  the  catalogue  is  devoted 
to  a most  interesting  group  of  European  Coins  and  Medals,  some  of  rarity 
and  importance,  and  a considerable  number  of  American  coins.  Mrs. 
George  S.  Skilton,  by  whose  order  this  collection  is  offered,  felt,  through 
sentimental  reasons,  rather  loth  to  part  with  these  numismatic  treasures. 
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so  highly  prized  by  Mr.  Skilton,  but  we  tried  to  assure  her  that  in  disposing 
of  them  in  this  way  to  collectors  they  were  going  back  into  the  hands  ol 
the  ones  who  would  most  love  and  appreciate  them. 

The  sale  is  divided  into  two  sessions,  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  June 
12th  and  13th,  next,  and  each  session  will  commence  promptly  at  1:30 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon.  These  two  sessions  follow  directly  after  the  other 
sale.  Please  do  not  make  a mistake  about  the  dates,  but  remember  the 
Skilton  Sale  commences  on  Friday,  the  12th  of  June,  Please  keep  the  cata- 
logue, as  no  other  recent  catalogue  contains  such  a minute  description  of 
hundreds  of  these  proclamation  pieces  as  this  one,  and  it  ought  on  this 
account  to  be  useful  for  future  reference.

THE  COINS  AND  MEDALS  OF  MAXIMILIAN. 

Note. — Maximilian  was  the  brother  of  the  late  Franz  Joseph.  Emperor 
of  Austria.  He  was  finally  shot  by  a firing  squad  of  Mexican  soldiers.  Just 
before  his  execution  he  presented  each  of  the  firing  squad  with  a gold  coin. 
His  Empress,  Charlotte,  is  still  living  in  Europe  at  thsi  late  date.  The  fol-
